MAYOR ZIGLAR’S 
STATEMENT ON 
TIE VOTE DECISION 


“There are two basic rea 
sons why I cast my vote ag 
ainst supplementing the coa 
ches pay or transferring mon 
ies from city funds tothe School 
Board for this purpose 

“First, the city does not have 
adequate funds available to pay 
its present employees what | 
consider a fair and reasonable 
wage for what they do for our 
citizens. If adequate funds were 
available, our regular fulltime 
employees should be the first 
considered before cutting the 
pie with anyone else, A good 
example is the amount paid to 
the highest salaried employee 
in our Street and Sanitation De- 
partment, this amounts to 
$6,450.00 per year with very 
little fringe benefits. Theave- 
rage per man pay for Elba's 
Street and Sanitation Depart- 
ment last week was $83.81. I 
believe anyone can see from 
these figures that our empl- 
oyees are not adequately com- 
pensated for the services they 
perform and the type work 
they must do to earn a meager 
living. 

“Second, and certainly not 
less important, is the idea of 
supplementing coaches pay and 
not being in position to pay the 
other teachers in the school 
system a comparable supple- 
ment if they too feel they should 
work during the summer 
months and earn it. Iam not 
opposed to the coaches, or any 
other employee of the school 
system earning all the money 
they can earn but I feel it 
would not have been in the 
best interest of the tax paying 
citizen to use their tax money 
that is paid the City of Elba 
for this purpose. Supplement 
should come from the School 
Board monies budgeted for that 
purpose or from interested 
clubs that make up monies for 
the athletic department or 
music department or whatever 
club they want to boost.”

About 11 p.m. Mayor Ziglar 
again brought the matter up 
and said he wasn’t opposed to 
giving any money tothe schools 
for capital improvements, At 
this point Carpenter exploded 
and left the room. Council- 
man Ellis made a motion to 
appropriate $2100 to the school 
board for capital improvement 
of the football field as a one- 
time appropriation from reve 
nue sharing. Vaughan second- 
ed the motion. It was pointed 
out by Mayor Ziglar that these 
funds could only be used for 
capital improvements and could 
not supplement teachers’ pay 

Councilman Carpenter re 
turned to the room and amend- 
ed the motion to read that the 
city employees and city equip- 
ment be used and do $2100 of 
work on the football field ac 
cording to school official spe- 
cifications, just.as would be 
done if the cash were appro- 
priated Coleman seconded 
the amendiment. 


IMPOSSIBLE CONFUSION 


It is impossible to report 
the confusion that followed, At 
one time it was believed that 
the vote had been tied and un- 
tied by the mayor. At another 
it appeared that Councilman 
Coleman was changing his vote 
to no, making it 4-1 without 
the mayor. At another time it 
appeared he was withdrawing 
his second to the amendment 
but when this newspaper was 
asked (being the only person 
present other than city offi- 
cials) ‘if this confusion were 
going to be reported as it 
happened, anda yes answer was 
received, the councilmen all 
settled to a 3-2 vote against 
with Ellis, Vaughan and Saw- 
yer opposing and Carpenter 
and Coleman voting yes. 

Councilman Sawyer noted 
that “Ben's idea sounds good, 
but I am already committed 
the other way and just can’t 
change.” 

Now the council waited to 
see which direction Mayor Zig - 
lar would yote. After a long 
delay and a plea by Ziglar 
that the entire matter be with- 
drawn, Ziglar declined to vote 
on the amendment, allowing it 
to die. 

Coleman then asked that the 
main motion include a request 
for the check to be earmarked 
for capital improvement. Ellis 
agreed, saying that is what was 
intended. 

Somewhere near this point, 
Ellis addressed himself to Car- 
penter and after noting “we 
have gone along with Car- 
penter’s suggestions in the 
past, but what we are going to 
do in the future is take the 
same attitude.” Apparently be 
was referring to the recrea- 
tion program because the dis- 
cussion(s) seemed to always 
get back to various parts of 
the recreation program. 


MOTION APPROVED 


Finally the group got downto 
a vote on giving the $2100 to

Rating The ‘'Raters’”’ 


Out of the post-Watergate 
hysteria has come aclamor for 
campaign reform. While Con- 
gress has been imposing more 
stringent controls on cam- 
paigns, particularly their fin- 
ancing, self-serving lobbyist 
groups, under the guise of “rat- 
ing” the Congress, have sprung 
up like toadstools after a warm 
spring rain. Yet, they are not 
even subject to the same re- 
Strictions as a registered lob- 
byist and in some cases receive 
special tax status. 

In many instances, these 
“raters” use fewer than 10 
votes out of over 500 to “rate” 
the Congress. Some of these 
10 votes have little, if any- 
thing, to do with the fanciful 
title of the “rating” group and 
are slanted or distorted to rig 
the outcome of the “rating.” 

For instance, Environmental 
Action fails to explain how a 
Congressman’s vote against 
Federal assistance for abor- 
tions was a vote against the en- 
vironment or why a selected 
“no” vote. on transferring en- 
forcement of pesticide safety 
for farm workers from the Ag- 
ricultural Department to the 
Labor Department is consid- 
ered anti-environment. This 
lobby also seemingly ignores 
work Congressmen have done 
on vital environmental legisla- 
tion. 


Another example is a “no” 
vote on the amendment to bust 
the Highway Trust Fund. The 
National Council of Senior Citi- 
zens says this is a vote ag- 
ainst the elderly, but does not 
explain. 

Then, there’s the Consumer 
Federation of America which 
claims, with no documentation.

In addition to a capricious 
“rating” system, these groups 
often receive financial support 
from organized labor or other 
partisan interests to “rate the 
Congress.” In effect, these gr- 
oups aren’t “rating” the Con- 
gress, they're “lobbying” the 
Congress. And, if they can’t 
persuade a member to change 
his mind, then these groups 
work to “rate” him out of of- 
fice and put their own man in. 

It becomes rather obvious 
that many of these “raters” are 
actually political committees 
in disguise. They are “com- 
mitting acts for the purpose 
of influencing directly or in- 
directly the nomination of per- 
sons to federal office.” So 
why aren't they governed bythe 
same rules that lobbyists, poli- 
tical committees and Members 
of Congress work under? They 
certainly should be. 

The House Administration 
Committee, of which I am the 
Ranking Republican, is cur- 
rently considering campaign 
reform and the effect such “rat- 
ers” have on elections. I am 
hopeful that the committee will 
include some sort of language 
in the campaign reform bill 
which will at least require 
these “raters” to be account- 
able for the money they re- 
ceive and how they spend it. 

No Member of Congress 
should object to standing onhis 
record, but it must be his whole 
record, not bits and, pieces of 
mis-information, falsified data 
and half-truths put together by 
some shady “rating” organi- 
zation.

GROUND BEEF 

Although ground beef is con- 
Sidered one of the best buys 
at the meat counter, how good 
a buy it is may depend on which 
type of ground beef-regular, 
lean, extra lean or other--you 
buy. 

Your decision to buy a cer- 
tain ground beef can be based 
on several factors--what the 
recipe calls for, appearance, 


taste preference, special diet 
requirements, price, cut of beef 
it comes from and the amount 
of lean meat for your money 

Many experts believe that 
the proportion of lean inground 
beef is a more important fac 
tor than whether the beef comes 
from a tender cut, because 
grinding the meat tenderizes it 

Also, the amount of leanina 
pound of ground beef is an indi- 
cation of the amount of protein 
it contains--the more lean, the 
more protein. 

Many people buy lean or 
extra lean ground! beef thinking 
that they get a better buy in pro- 
tein. Remember the price you 
pay for lean and extra lean is 
much higher than the price you 
pay for regular ground beef 

There are regulations cov 
ering the preparation of beef 
that is ground and packaged in 
federal or state insvected 
plants. Ground beef must con- 
tain a minimum of 70 per cent 
lean meat per pound of ground 
meat, 


EGGS 

Consumers have many ques 
tions about the eggs they buy 
Here are some answers 

The thick, white cork-like 
strands which appear on oppos- 
ite sides of the yolk are the cha- 
lazae. They anchor the yolk in 
the thick white. It is not nec- 
essary to remove the chalazae 
because they are whole-some 
parts of the normal egg white. 

Have you ever noticed a 
greenish coating around the yolk 
of a hard-cooked egg? This is

Minerals rank with protein as the most neglected, hap- 
hazardly obtained nutrients in our “civilized” diet, and 
more especially in the diets of persons past 40, Protein 
and minerals are so closely linked that to advise you to 
eat plenty of protein, without stressing the need for equal 
care in obtaining a full quota of minerals, would be to 
tell only half the Hat-and-Grow-Younger story.

without fall.” 

Protein and minerals are the 
chief actors in the nutritional 
drama, while vitamins play a 
secondary, although essential, 
role needed to set other sub- 
stances into action. To neglect 
any of these three food elements 
wrecks the nutritional drama, 

Dr. C, Ward Crampton, noted 
authority on diseases of older 
persons, stated: ‘The foremost 
nutritional defects in the mature 
and aging are calcium, iron and 
protein, Fully 75 percent of the 
men of 60 suffer a lack of one 
or more, On the other hand, 
many suffer dietary excesses, 
notably carbohydrates and pos- 
sibly cholesterol," 


CALCIUM-IRON IMPORTANT 


Calcium is so important an 
ingredient of blood that your 
bloodstream will attempt to 
maintain its calcium level, even 
though it has to rob other body 
parts of their vitally needed cal- 
cium, That is why, in many old- 
er persons, the bones, robbed of 
their calcium by the blood, be- 
come fragile, resulting in easily 
fractured arms, legs and hips. 

Your nerves, your heart, your 
teeth, your brain cells, your 
blood—all need sufficient cal- 
cium to remain healthy, and to 
function as nature intended.

Bill Snead of Enterprise has 
the best clover I have ever 
seen in Coffee County. His 
Yuchi Arrowleaf Glover is over 
thirty inches tall, and is still 
growing. Auburn does not re- 
commend letting clover get that 
tall, but Bill has not needed 
the grazing. However, heplans 
to turn his calves’ into the 
clover the first of the week. 

Bill is in a stocker calf 
program using Yuchi clover and 
Coastal Bermudagrass. He st- 
ocks 250 to 350 calves in the 
early spring and carries them 
until late summer to early fall,

many trace minerals — less the 
fats which are wisely limited 
during the later years. 

It is Dr, Crampton's belief 
that a deficiency of iron is near- 
ly always present in the ‘‘un- 
cared-for person in the higher- 
age brackets.” 

He says that the typical per- 
son of 60 is anemic, iron-poor 
and body-poor—unnecessarily so. 
Insufficient hydrochloric acid in 
the gastric secretions is a com- 
mon cause of iron poverty in 
the older body. 


THIRD COMMANDMENT 


My third commandment—"Vit- 
amins in their rightful place.” 

‘The constant need for vitamin- 
rich food in your diet is an oft- 
told tale, and one which I shall 
not repeat here, Yet there are 
two facts about vitamins which 
you may not know, and which 
deserve to be included here. 

The first little-known fact is 
that proteins and vitamins work 
together. The chemical agents 
called enzymes, that do the 
greatest part of the digestive 
work for your body, are all 
made of protein, Certain of 
these protein enzymes actually 
take part in your body's use of 
its vitamins, while certain vita- 
mins affect the body's produc- 
tion of protein enzymes—a sort 
of ‘mutual aid society.”

ver this spring.” Bill also re- 
minded me that Yuchi often do- 
esn’t do too well the first year, 
but the second year it comes 
on strong. Many times a person 
will have poor results the first 
year and get discouraged. 

One of the major advantages 
of Yuchi is the quality remains 
high even after the clover starts 
blooming. Crimson clover 
loses its quality when it starts 
blooming. Other advantages are 
it stays green and growing late 
in spring, has good reseeding 
ability and is not attacked by 
Cloverhead or Alfalfa Weevils. 
Yuchi will reseed itself under 
light grazing, but it is usually 
best to remove cattle for about 
three to four weeks toallow re- 
seeding.

Improvement 


Week Set

tacles which are designed to 
protect the mail from the wea- 
ther and are neat in appear- 
ance, conveniently located, and 
are safe to use. 

“Neat, attractive mail boxes 
make a significant contribution 
to the appearance of the count- 
ryside and streets in suburban 
areas. Mail boxes that meet 
these requirements contripute 
to a more efficient delivery 
operation, and the resultisim- 
proved service to you,” says 
Robert L. Cooper, Elba Post- 
master. 

Rural boxes must have the 
box number on the side of the 
box visible to the carrier as 
he approaches, or on door 
where boxes are grouped 
Names do not have to be used 
on boxes but may be used 
Boxes should be painted both 
to protect them from rust and 
to help their appearance. Box- 
es should be at height conven- 
ient to carrier to serve and 
firmly affixed to a steady post.
